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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

I.  The  astronomical  calculations  in  this  work,  arc  made  to  true  dock 
time,  the  same  os  in  the  United  Stutes  Almanac,  the  North  American 
Almanac,  and  other  Standard  works.  The  effects  of  Refraction,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  latest  improved  Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the  Equation  of  Time 
have  both  been  applied  to  the  times  of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting :  so 
that  the  Sun,  the  Almanac,  and  u  good  Clock,  will  agree  the  year  round. 

II.  A  Time  Piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the  rising,  setting, 
or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon  or  Stars, — but  more  accurately  by  the  Sun, 
(or  the  southing  of  the  Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star)  any  where  on  or  near  the 
40th  degree  of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  u  fixed  Star  muy 
be  carried  several  days  forward  by  subtracting,  or  backward  by  adding 
4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  duy  of  24  hours,  begins  at  midnight,  and  morning 
"  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight  till  noon;  and  afternoon  (mark¬ 
ed  all.)  continues  from  noon  till  midnight;  this  should  bo  remembered 
carefully  when  looking  for  the  limes  of  the  rising,  setting  or  southing  of 
the  Moon  or  Stars  soon  after  midnight. 


E  C  L  I  P  S  E  S  . 

In  the  year  1846  there  will  he  only  two  Eclipses,  and  both 
of  the  Sun. 

I.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  will  occur  on  the  25lh 
of  the  Fourth  Month,  visible  as  follows  ;

Digits  Eclipsed  7  on  the  Sun’s  southern  limb.  This 
Eclipse  will  be  annular  and  central  in  the  southern  parts 
of  Mexico  and  in  the  ivc9tcrn  parts  of  Africa;  at  these  and 
other  intermediate  parts  of  the  Earth’s  surface  where  the 
central  line  of  the  Eclipse  passes,  a  luminous  Ring  of  0 
seconds  in  breadth  will  be  visible  around  the  Moon’s  sur¬ 
face,  exhibiting  a  phenomenon  similar  to  that  witnessed  in 
our  middle  states  in  the  Ninth  Month,  1838.  This  will  be 
the  largest  Eclipse  visible  in  North  America  until  the  26th  of 
the  Fifth  Month,  1864,  when  at  about  7  o’clock,  P.  M.  the 
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Sun  will  be  10  digits  eclipsed,  or  about  five-Si:xth£  -ST his  dis<i, 
obscured.  \ 

II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the; Suyi;  will  pcAui;  orvthe  20th 
of  Tenth  Month,  at  2  h.  49  hi.  in  ‘did  fnOrning'->-fcbnsiiquently 
invisible  to  us.  This  Eclipse  will  be  visible  and  annular  near 
the  southern  coast  of  Guinea. 


VJ*  Venus  (  9  )  will  be  Evening  Star  until  the  2nd  of  3rd 
month,  then  Morning  Star  until  the  18th  of  12lh  month,  after 
which  it  will  bo  Evening  Star  until  the  29th  of  9th  month,

the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the 
entrance  of  the  moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the 
truth  as  to  be  seldom  found  to  fail.

New  Stork  Bridge,  l 
lrHiioflOlh  mo.  1801.  i 

Brothers,  attend ! 

We  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  to  you.  We  feel  thankful 
to  the  Great  and  Good  Spirit 
that  He  put  a  concern  in  your 
hearts  for  us  the  poor  Indians; 
so  that  you  were  willing  to  leave 
all  your  friends  to  take  a  long 
journey,  and  that  you  have  kindly 
and  safely  conducted  our  young 
women,  whom  we  put  under 
your  care  some  years  ago.  We 
rejoice  that  the  Great  Good 
Spirit  has  preserved  and  pro¬ 
tected  you  all  the  way  w  hile  you 
walked  the  long  path,  so  that 
you  are  safely  arrived  by  the 
side  of  our  fire-place  in  good 
health,  and  that  w^>re  allowed 
to  see  each  otheH  faces  this 
day. 
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friends  have  taken  great  pains 
to  instruct  these  girls  in  sober 
and  steady  cimduct,  and  in  those 
good  Custoiw'and  needful  me¬ 
thods,  which  are  necessary  and 
proper  for  living  happily  and 
comfortably;  and  that  they  have 
been  taught  to  read  and  write 
the  English  language;  for  which 
kindness  we  heartily  thank  you. 
We  hope  the  advantage  they 
had  will  be  a  benefit  to  them  as 
well  as  to  us;  we  will  endeavour 
to  encourage  them  to  improve 
in  their  acquirements. 

We  are  sensible  that  it  is  out 
of  love  and  pity  you  have  exer¬ 
cised  many  kindnesses  towards 
us,  ever  since  our  friendship  is 
established  between  you  and  us; 
not  only  in  good  words,  but  even 
you  have  expended  your  proper¬ 
ties,  that  we  poor  Indians  might 
know  how  to  help  ourselves; 
that  by  industry,  care,  and  pru¬ 
dence,  we  might  live  happy  and 
comfortable.  Brothers,  and  may 
the  Great  Good  Spirit  ever  coun¬ 
tenance  the  chain  of  our  friend¬ 
ship,  that  it  n«iy  remain  bright 
to  the  latest  generation,  is  the 
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Archbishop.  “James  Usher, 
my  lord,  and  from  Ireland.” 

Bishop.  “What !  have  I  the 
Archbishop  of  Armah,  nnd  Pri¬ 
mate  of  all  Ireland  under  my 
roof?  Pray  sit  down,  my  lord, 
do,  iny  lord — 1  insist  upon  your 
lordship's  taking  a  bed  w  ith  me 
to  night,  and  beg  you  will  drink 
a  glnss  of  wine.” 

Archbishop.  “  No !  when  I 
appeared  as  a  meek,  humble 
follower  of  the  blessed  Jesus, 
you  despised  me;  but  now  you 
find  me  to  be  the  Archbishop  of 
Armah,  you  treat  me  with  re¬ 
spect.  No,  1  will  neither  cat 
bread  nor  drink  water  with  you; 
but  will  shake  the  dust  from 
my  feet  as  a  testimony  against 
you  1” 

The  Bishop  was  then  alarm¬ 
ed;  and  he  joined  with  the  other 
Bishops  in  laying  before  the 
King  the  impropriety  of  Arch¬ 
bishop  Usher's  travelling  in  the 
manner  he  did,  and  in  request¬ 
ing  his  being  ordered  home. — 
The  King,  who  had  a  great 
opinion  of  Usher’s  abilities,  ab¬ 
solutely  refused  compliance. 
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Tl.e  Bishops,  with  a  design 
(o  confound  Usher,  got  permis¬ 
sion  for  him  to  preach  in  the 
chapel  royal,  and  settled  for  the 
'  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  fix 
upon  a  text,  immediately  upon 
his  entering  into  it,  on  purpose 
to  try  whether  he  received  his 
authority  from  the  Fountain  of 
inspiration.  They  accordingly 
gave  him  the  following  text. 

“The  cloak  that  I  left  at 
Troas  with  Carpus,  when  thou 
comest,  bring  with  thee,  and  the 
books,  but  especially  the  parch¬ 
ments.”  2  Tim.  iv.  13. 

This  was  an  order  from  a 
Tent-maker  to  the  Bishop  of 
Fphesus,  the  capital  of  all  Asia. 
Contrary  to  the  expectation  of 
the  propoundcr.  Usher  handled 
his  subject  in  a  most  extraordi¬ 
nary  manner;  and  drew  in  most 
striking  colours,  the  difference 
between  the  ancient  and  modern 
Bishops:  the  former  so  humble 
and  exemplary,  the  latter  so 
proud  and  imperious.  The  com¬ 
ments  which  he  made,  support¬ 
ed  by  his  own  meek  and  humble 
conduct  and  demeanour,  set  him 
in  the  most  amiable  point  of  view 
to  his  hearers,  while  the  Bishop 
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of  Worcester  and  his  adherents 
were  very  justly  confounded.

day,  who  had  outward  riches  left  them  by  their  parents;  who 
were  not  trained  up  by  their  parents  in  the  pure  fear  of  the 
Lord;  and  so,  it  had  been  better  for  them,  that  they  had 
never  had  it. 

“And,  all  Friends  every  where,  keep  in  the  puro  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  will  keep  you  all  meek,  and 
truly  lowly  and  humble  in  heart  ond  mind;  that  your  adorn¬ 
ing  may  not  be  that  of  pulling  on  of  rich  or  cosily  apparel; 
but  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  ol  (he  heart,  in  that  which  i9  not 
corruptible;  even  the  ornament  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit, 
w  hich  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price.”

I  in  ■pint  of 
Christ  is  an  humbling  spirit;  the  moro  thou  hast  of  it  the  more  it  will 
humble  thee ;  and  it  is  a  sign  that  either  thou  hast  it  not,  or  that  it  is 
yet  overmastered  by  th?  corruptions,  if  tliy  heart  bo  still  haughty. 

Watch,  thcrereforc,  the  secret  persuasions  and  dissuasions  of  the  Spirit 
of  God,  nnd  beware  thou  quench  it  not,  nor  grieve  it;  lie  sure  thou  ob¬ 
serve  this  voice—  this  wind,  that  blows  where  it  lists,  if  shut  out,  resisted, 
or  grievod,  may  haply  nev^r  br^atl^;  upon  tlire  ngnin  ;  hnt  leave  thee  to 
be  hardened  in  thy  sins;  but  if  observed  nnd  obeyed,  tbou  shall  lie  sure  to 
havo  it  tliy  monitor  and  director  upon  s II ^ occasions ;  when  tbou  gocat 
out  it  will  lead  thee— when  thou  slccpcst  "it  will  keep  thee,  and  when 
tbou  awnkost  it  will  talk  with  thee. 

These  are  faithful,  woighty,  and  true  sayings— happy  arc  those  that 

witness  them  so  to  bo.

— Take  two  pounds  of 
alum  for  every  ten  pounds  of  tallow;  dissolve  it  in  water  be¬ 
fore  the  tallow  is  put  in.  and  then  melt  the  tallow  in  (lie  alum 
water  with  frequent  stirring,  and  it  will  clarify  and  harden 
the  tallow  so  as  to  make  a  most  beautiful  article  for  either 
winter  or  summer  use — almost  as  good  as  sperm. 

Candles  that  do  not  require  Snuffing. — Candles  may  be 
i  made  to  burn  their  own  wicks  by  saturating  them  with  a 
f  strong  solution  of  nitre,  and  then  thoroughly  drying  them. 

,  The  cause  of  the  wicks  refusing  to  burn  is,  that  the  air  can 
L  not  get  access  to  them.  The  nitre,  however,  at  a  high  tem- 
t  pernture,  w  ill  supply  oxygen  enough  for  that  purpose. 

F.ggs  and  Poultry.  —  In  the  three  years  ending  with  11)43, 
upw  ards  of  250,000,000  of  eggs  were  imported  into  England,
